Hawk e anno u nced a decree nisi 
a fter hearing a few m inu tes of 
form al testim ony. 
Costs of the case were charged 
to the defendant, E rnest Aldrich 
Simpson, who did no t co ntest the 
divorce. 
The whole hearing lasted ju st 
seventeen m inu tes. Mrs. Sim pson 
was on the stand for fo u rteen 
m inu tes. 
She was qu estioned carefu lly 
by her atto rney, Norm an B irk ett, 
to bring o u t the facts of the 
m o st celebrated divorce case in 
the U nited Kingdom since the 
stirring days of Henry VIII. 
She produ ced three 
letters, 
which she handed to the ju dge. 
Her evidence alleged her ship’s 
brok er hu sband, a su bject of the 
k ing, was gu ilty of m isco ndu ct a t 
the ho tel De Paris, a t Bray, near 
M aidenhead, Berk shire, at 
the 
end of Ju ly. 
A bellboy, a w aiter and a clerk 
identified the ho tel register to 
show the alleged miscondu ct. 
Mrs. Simpson, in a trim blu e 
su it with a po lk ado t blou se and 
a sm art blu e w aifer ha t a t a 
jau nty angle* was completely a t 
ease on the witness stand. 
She showed no t the slightest 
trace of nerves. 
At 2:40 p. m., a little m ore than 
an ho u r after she had reached 
the 
Assizes, 
her 
au tomobile 
ro ared away from the co u rt pre­ 
cincts. 
She had left the 
cou rtroom 
even before Mr. Ju stice Hawk e 
handed down his decision. 
Known as a stick ler for co rrect 
co u rt procedu re, the ju dge was 
stern bo th w ith Cou nselor B irk ­ 
ett, one of E ngland’s m o st able 
lawyers, and w ith Mrs. Sim pson’s 
o ther atto rney, W alter Fram p- 
to n. 
On the o ther hand, Mr. Ju stice 
Hawk e paid no t the slightest 
heed to the svelt plaintiff, stu dy­ 
ing the papers in the case and 
devoting his attentio n to 
the 
lawyers w itho u t even so m u ch as 
look ing a t Mrs. Simpson once. 
Finally, w ith a resigned ges­ 
tu re, the celebrated ju rist flu ng 
the papers aside on his desk and 
anno u nced: 
“Very well, a decree nisi.” 
T here were ru m ors, entirely 
w itho u t su bstantiatio n, tha t Mr.

It has rolled in 
u nsolicited 
from folk s w ith trou bled hearts 
—citizens who said they tossed 
on ru m pled pillows becau se of 
money they felt they owed the 
governm ent. 
A m an sent in a 1 cent postage 
stam p in paym ent for an aco rn 
he pick ed u p stro lling over the 
G ettysbu rg battlefields. 
A no ther m ailed in $50,000 in 
installm ents, 
“fou r 
tim es the 
am o u nt," he explained, “w hich 
I stole years ago." 
The go vernm ent exhibits one 
exam ple as to how people’s co n­ 
science bo thers them by holding 
a yellowing letter received 
by 
President Cleveland. 
The letter 
said : 
“To His 
M ajesty 
the Presi­ 
dent: 
“I am in a dreadfu l state of 
m ind. I u sed two postage stam ps 
w hich had been u sed before on 
letters. 
Now, 
D ear 
President, 
will you please forgive me, and 
I prom ise never to do it again.” 
President Hoover got one from 
a soldier who said he took sev­ 
eral pairs of gloves, shirts and 
shoes a t Camp Pik e, Ark ansas. 
“I 
was 
u nsaved then," he 
wrote, “bu t my conscience co n­ 
dem ned me so I bu rned the stu ff 
u p. 
A little later I was co n­ 
verted a t a revival m eeting.” 
H ere’s ano ther:: 
“S ir: “In rendering 
income 
tax a few years ago I m ay have 


claimed exem ption erroneou sly, 
bu t I am no t su re abo u t this. 
However, I w ant to get my co n­ 
science cleared. P. S.—C an't you 
help u s end the depression?" 
Once Po stm aster G eneral F a r­ 
ley relayed $1 to the treasu ry 
from an u nnam ed sender. 
“Dear H enry," Farley wrote to 
Secretary M o rgenthau , “I am en­ 
closing a do llar bill w ith no te 
attached which someone sent to 
me. You will no te it is stated 
the money is owed the govern­ 
m ent. Sincerely you rs, Jim .” 
Since 1811 the leanest year in 
conscience 
receipts 
was 
1827 
when only $6 cam e in. In 1929 
the fu nd was enriched by $20,- 
999.94, bu t it was best in 1916 
when the go vernm ent got $54,- 
923.15 in consience balm . 
Not all of the letters to the 
conscience fu nd are from giv­ 
ers, however. A lo t of them la te ­ 
ly have come from people who 
w ant to float a loan. A 28 -year- 
old New Y ork er ask ed the gov­ 
ernm ent to send him $2,525 to 
“u nderw rite my career." 
Officials always answ er tha t 
none of the money can be lent 
tha t way. It goes into the gen­ 
eral revenu e of the treasu ry.

W hether the Social Secu rity law is co nstitu tio nal will no t 
be determ ined u ntil next year, bu t in the m eantim e, Ru shville 
and R u sh cou nty bu siness men, facto ry owners and o thers, 
m u st begin w ith the first pay day in Janu ary to dedu ct one 
per cent from everyone’s pay envelope. 
In o ther words, you r wages au to m atically will be cu t in 
Janu ary, du e to the New Deal laws. 
In the first place the C o nstitu tio n forbids the collection of 
su ch taxes for specific pu rposes. The money m u st be pa^d into 
the treasu ry’s general fu nd, and can be u sed FOR ANY PUR­ 
POSE! 
B u t on top of tha t, in passing the law, Congress inserted 
this sentence: “The right to alter, am end, or repeal any pro ­ 
vision of this act is hereby reserved to the Congress.” 
If the law is repealed, nobody cou ld expect it to assu m e the 
H ercu lean task of refu nding the taxes to tho se who had paid 
them . 
All of the m oney dedu cted in R u sh co u nty from wages, 
m eans tha t m u ch m oney tak en oift of the co m m u nity — money 
tha t otherw ise wou ld be spent for food, clo thing and o ther 
necessities. 
It is startling, w hen statisticians get aro u nd to figu ring 
w hat the taxes m ean in actu al do llars and cents to be spent 
in each com m u nity. I t is elem entary economics tha t every 
do llar tak en o u t of a co m m u nity in the form of taxes redu ces 
the to tal volu me of tha t co m m u nity’s bu siness. 
For instance, one New England indu strial tow n of abo u t 
50.000 po pu latio n will lose $4,637 a week in direct dedu ctio ns 
fro m employes’ salaries next. year. By the tim e the law gets 
into fu ll o peratio n, tha t town will be po u ring a to tal of $2,179,- 
000 a year into the Federal coffers.

J. F. O’Mahoney Points Out 
That Gross Income Tax 
Is Not Needed. 


The retail and wholesale m er­ 
chants of R u sh 
and

cou nties, m eeting a t the co u rt 
hou se 
in 
Ru shville, 
M onday 
night, heard J. F. O’M ahoney, 
directo r of the speak ers bu reau 
of the Associated R etailers o f 
Ind iana who represents the re ­ 
tail and wholesale trad e grou ps, 
present the plans tha t have been 
ado pted fo r secu ring repeal of 
the Gross Inco m e Tax Law and 
relief fro m the excessive tax 
bu rden particu larly of hidden 
and concealed taxes w hich are 
charged to the co nsu m er thro u gh 
the price they pay in retail 
stores. 
The speak er po inted o u t tha t 
in 1913 the ‘to tal of all taxes 
collected by every taxing u nit in 
the U nited S tates from the to w n­ 
ship to the Federal G o vernm ent 
equ aled bu t 6% of the natio nal 
income tha t this figu re in 1935 
had reached the eno rm o u s pro ­ 
po rtio n of 33lA% of the natio nal 
incom e.’’ 
He also stated tha t 
“In 1920 only 2iy2% of the taxes 
collected by the Federal Gov­ 
ernm ent were hidden or co n­ 
cealed, the rest were directly 
paid by the tax payers, and tha t 
in 1935, 6iy2% of all Federal 
taxes were collected by co nceal­ 
m ent in the price tha t co nsu m ­ 
ers paid." He stated tha t “in 
1935 the S tate of Ind iana re ­ 
ceived 59% of its income fro m 
taxes w hich were no t paid di­ 
rectly by tax payers bu t w hich 
were concealed or hidden and 
were expected to be inclu ded in 
the price the co nsu m er paid. 
These state taxes w hich were 
concealed are su pposed to be col­ 
lected by the retail m erchants 
inclu ding excise taxes and li- ~ 
censes, sto re ffees and the Gross 
Income Tax." 
The speak er gave particu lar 
stress to the fact tha t “The re ­ 
tail m erchants of Ind iana are 
no t advo cating any new types 
of taxes to replace the Gross 
Incom e Tax Law, stressing the 
po int tha t the T reasu ry of the 
state of Ind iana now has a bal­ 
ance of $11,000,000.00 and tha t 
estim ates on collections of real 
pro perty taxes and delinqu en­ 
cies show tha t this excess $11,- 
000,000.00 will be increased be­ 
fore Ju ly, 1937, by several m ore 
million do llars."

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TAXING J OBS AND PROGRESS 
Chairman Jesse H. Jones of the Reconstru ction 
Corporation pointed ou t in a recent radio speech 
that the new federal tax on u ndistribu ted cor­ 
poration earnings wou ld effectiv ely pu t a new 
and heav y bu rden on indu stries which sou ght to 
prov ide new jobs. 
The way the tax act works is this: A corpor­ 
ation is tax ed u pon the amou nt of income it re­ 
ceiv es bu t does not distribu te. Bu t here is the 
catch which Jones spotted: Any money which 
a corporation spends on plant ex pansion or im­ 
prov ement is tax ed ju st like other money that 
is not distribu ted. 
As an illu stration, assu me a corporation has 
an income of $100,000. Its bu siness is good and 
it wants to prov ide more jobs, so instead of dis­ 
tribu ting all the income as div idends it decides 
to inv est $50,000 in a new bu ilding and new m a­ 
chinery . That corporation will pay no tax on the 
$50,000 that goes ou t in div idends, bu t it will pay 
abou t 22 per cent tax on the $50,000 spent for new 
eq u ipment. 
In short, that phase of the new tax act means 
a tax u pon all su ch inv estments which wou ld 
create new jobs. The new tax act is not only a 
tax on corporations bu t on jobs and on progress. 


or throu gh stov es where it helps in the combu s­ 
tion of fu el. By this means a constant circu la­ 
tion of air is maintained. 
You can assist this process of v entilation in 
v ariou s way s, principally by raising y ou r windows 
slightly for an inlet. 
The stream of air that is constantly passing 
throu gh a well v entilated room not only redu ces 
the temperatu re bu t blows away the harmfu l 
gases which resu lt from the combu stion of any ­ 
thing that bu rns in the enclosed area. It also 
blows away du st, bacteria and fou l odors. There 
are sou nd reasons for the belief that diseases 
like tu bercu losis, pneu monia, and colds are 
spread by contact with persons su ffering with 
persons su ffering with or carry ing the germs of 
these diseases. These germs probably are not 
borne for any great distance throu gh the air. 
Remember that v entilation is of the u tmost 
importance to y ou . If y ou properly v entilate 
y ou r room y ou will be free from many pre­ 
v entable diseases. 


WINTER VENTILATION 
“Do not liv e in a poorly v entilated hou se these 
winter months,” is a timely warning. 
You are not afraid of fresh air when y ou are 
ou t of doors. You shou ld be ev en less afraid of 
fresh air in y ou r room where there is the same 
need for it. 
People who liv e in poorly v entilated q u arters 
for a long period of time become pale and thin. 
Their resistance to disease is lowered and they 
are in danger of contracting colds, pneu monia, 
tu bercu losis and other prev entable disease. 
Natu ral v entilation is described as that which 
takes place throu gh openings su ch as doors, 
windows and cracks in bu ildings. Natu ral v en­ 
tilation also takes place to some ex tent throu gh 
the materials of which a bu ilding is constru ct­ 
ed. 
This form of v entilation depends u pon 
changes in temperatu re. 
Cold air entering a room falls to the floor. As 
this cold air becomes warm it ex pands and either 
rises to the ceiling or goes throu gh the fire place 


INCREASED VEGETABLE CONSUMPTION 
Americans like v egetables and they appear to 
like /them better each y ear. This is a fact borne 
ou t by the hu ge increase noted each y ear in 
the consu mption of these foods. 
Ou r annu al gain in popu lation does not ex ­ 
plain all in the increases in acreage and produ c­ 
tion of tru ck crops. Ou r appetite for v egetables 
seems to be growing, both becau se of encou rage­ 
ment from health au thorities and becau se it is 
now possible to hav e a wide v ariety of fresh 
v egetables the y ear arou nd. 
A great v olu me of 4ru ck is hau led to the city 
from nearby farms and shipments from the grow­ 
ing centers for these different produ cts is at an 
all time high. 
Su ch a tendency in diet habits of the nations 
is good for it is a prov en fact that the more 
v egetables we eat, the healthier we are apt to 
be on an av erage. It also helps to promote and 
foster an important new phase of agricu ltu re as 
the growing of v ariou s v egetable crops is fast 
becoming highly specialized and of prime im­ 
portance to those that specialize in them. Note­ 
worthy among these are the head lettu ce, po­ 
tato, onion, sweet potato, kale and spinach and 
other like crops.
